The young people who appeared be­ 
fore the invited audience at Turner 
hall last evening fairly bathed in 
glory, and went to their homes carry 
Ing the consciousness that their ef 
forts were not only enjoyed, but that 
they were thoroughly appreciated. 
There were In the neighborhood of 
150 persons in the comfortable hall 
when the performance began. Mem 
hers Owen and Nellis, of the board of 
education, being close observers of all 
that took place, while Superintendent 
Saner and the large number of teacli 
ers did not miss a movement during 
the evening. 
Council was also repre 
seated, while a number of other 
guests made up the audience. 
It was 
a few minutes after 8 o'clock when 
Professor Neubauer, the physical In 
structor from Steubenville, called the 
first class to the stage.

years, and the? looked the pink of 
physical 
perfection 
in 
their 
neat 
gymnasium costumes. 
Each was pro­ 
vided with a pair of Indian clubs, and 
at the word of command every piece 
of polished wood was raised in the air. 
The enunciation of a number con­ 
tinued the lesson, and for IO minutes 
the audience was delighted bv an ex 
bibltion which showed the little ladies 
at their best. 
After tile applause had 
subsided a class of lo boys, ranging In 
years from five to nine made their ap­ 
pearance. 
There were 
16 of the 
sturdy youngsters, and the manner 
in 
which 
they 
kept 
the clubs 
flying through the air was loudly ap­ 
plauded. 
They seemed to take to the 
task much better than did the girls, 
aud were promptness Itself In answer­ 
ing the commands. 
Each boy seemed 
a part of a well-oiled machine, and 
their movements were In perfect time 
aud cadence. 
The enthusiasm caused 
by the novelty of tile girls was in­ 
creased 
bv 
the 
splendid 
move­ 
ments 
of 
the 
sterner 
sex. 
The appearance of 
another class 
of girls was the signal for an expect­ 
ant look to And a place on almost 
every countenance in the room wiiich 
only gave way to delight when the 
professor began the orders for the 
cala8thenic drill. 
There were six in 
all, and they passed through the ef­ 
fective movements with the regularity 
and ease of a company of well trained 
soldiers having their setting up exer­ 
cises. 
They 
were 
followed 
by

quartet of club swingers from the 
older members of the organization. 
They were perfect in every move­ 
ment, not a man losing tile time for

The dozen members making 
ut the class ended the exhibition by a 
pyram id splendidly formed.and made 
of ai good material as could be found 
In any professional club in the land.
